BELGRADE, Feb. 13 (R)— President Tito's condition worsened 
today, and doctors fought to save his life as his heart and kidney 
functions gradually weakened. The life of the 87-year-old Yugos- 
lav leader appeared to be in acute danger due to serious com- 
plications after a leg amputation three weeks ago. Doctors treat- 
ing him at a hospital at Ljubljana, nonhem Yugoslavia, said they 
were using “intensive measures of treatment” to halt the deterio- 
ration in his condition. The doctors said the president's general 
state of health had deteriorated during the day. and there had 
been further weakening of the functions of his kidneys and heart. 
The medical bulletin was the gravest issued in the six weeks since 
the president has been ill, and the most serious since doctors 
reported last Sunday that his recovery from the leg amputation on 
Jan. 20 had been slowed down by complications. Yugoslav offi- 
cials said his condition was grave,’but declined to say whether his 
illness had now entered a final stage.

In Geneva. Iran's ambassador 
to the United Nations said today 
he expected diplomatic moves by 
U.N. Secret ary -General Kurt 
Waldheim to lead to the release of 
the American hostages. 

Ambassador Mansour Farhang 
also told reporters he hoped Iran 
would insist on a public act of con- 
trition by the United States over 
its support of the deposed Shah 
before the 49 diplomatic captives 
were set free. 

He said he expected an initia- 
tive set in morion by Dr. Wal- 
dheim would resolve the three- 
momh-old hostage crisis, noring 
that an international commission 
to judge alleged crimes by the 
former Shah was now about to be 
formed. 

In Athens, Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadeq Qotbzadeh said 
today he was touring three Euro- 
pean capitals to open a dialogue 
on cooperation in which the 
sovereignty and independence of 
his country's revolutionary gov- 
ernment would be unques- 
tionable. 

He was addressing a news con- 
ference after a brief meeting with 
Greek Foreign Minister George 
Rallis during which they discussed 
the position of the United Slates 
hostages in Tehran and bilateral 
cultural and economic ties. He is 
due to fly to Rome tomorrow and 
then on to Paris. 

Asked to elaborate on' a prop- 
osed international commission to 
deal with the American hostages 
issue, he said Iran wanted a total 
solution to the crisis. “This should 
take in our demands and those of 
the United States and needs dip- 
lomatic procedures," he said. It 
did nor matter whether rhis pro- 
cedure took five or 10 years, he 
added.

Highness Crown Prince Hassan. 
and Prime Minister Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf.

Iraq links oil supply to 
6 political understanding 9 


BONN, Feb. 13 (R) -- Iraqi For- 
eign Minister Saadoun Hammadi 
today linked the prospect of 
guaranteed Arab oil supplies for 
Western Europe to political 
understanding between European 
and Arab countries. 

Addressing a press conference 
in Bonn, he urged a meeting of 
Arab and West European foreign 
ministers as a way of achieving 
progress in the dialogue between 
countries of the two regions. 

Mr. Hammadi, speaking after 
talks with West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmid! and Fore- 
ran Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher, said Arab states were 
ready to discuss how future oil 
supplies to Europe could be 
guaranteed. But he also declared: 
"Cooperation in the energy field 
should in the long term lead to 
political understanding.” 


European countries must 
appreciate two prime Arab con- 
cerns. he said. These were the end- 
ing of Israeli occupation of Arab 
territory and the demand that 
major powers should not interfere 
in Arab affairs. 

Mr. Hammadi said Arab states 
which had condemned the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan also- 
rejected attempted meddling in 
the Arab World by the United 
States. There could be no return to 
a policy of securing military bases, 
he said. 

The Iraqi minister avoided 
committing himself explicitly on 
current efforts by the European 
Common Market to forge closer 
ties with Arab states of the Gulf 
region. He declared, however, 
that the political dialogue con- 
ducted by Western Europe should 
be with all Arab countries.

The Spanish premier met ear- 
lier today with His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan for an 
exchange of views on the Middle 
East problem. 

The Crown Prince explained to 
Dr. Suarez and his accompanying 
delegation Israel's settlement pol- 
icy in the occupied Arab Ter- 
ritories. its plans to Judaise 
Jerusalem and pressures exerted 
by Israel against the Arab inhabit- 
ants to evict them from their 
homeland. JNA said. He also 
briefed the Spanish premier on 
Jordan ian-PLO coordination in 
strengthening the steadfastness of 
the Palestinians under Israeli 
occupation, the agency added. 

Before the meeting with the 
Crown Prince. Dr. Suarez chaired 
a meeting of Spanish ambassadors 
in the Middle East. Premier 
Suarez is said to have stressed the 
importance of strengthening 
Spain's relations with these coun- 
tries particularly with the Arab 
states, JNA reported.

Jordan condemns 
Israel’s decision 
to settle Hebron 

AMMAN, Feb. 13 (Agencies) -- Jordan today con- 
demned an Israeli government decision to permit 
Israelis to settle in tbe town of Hebron on the 
occupied West Bank. 

Minister of State Hassan 
Ibrahim told the Jordan News 
Agency (JNA) that recent events 
in Hebron were “pan of a long- 
term Israeli plot aiming at settling 
rhis Arab dry.” 

“This is evident from the Israeli 
cabinet's dedsion (on Sunday) 
permitting Israelis to settle in 
Hebron and from the repressive 
measures adopted by the Israeli 
authorities in their drive to 
achieve their aims," Mr. Ibrahim, 
who is also chairman of the 
Bureau for Occupied Territories 
Affairs, was quoted by JNA as say- 
ing. 

He added that Israeli designs 
for Hebron include “imposing 
successive day-long curfews on

India fails to persuade Moscow 
to pull troops from Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI. Feb. 13 (R) - 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko ended two days of for- 
mal talks with Indian leaders 
today with no indication that New 
Delhi had been able to persuade 
Moscow to withdraw its troops 
from Afghanistan. 

India had expressed the hope 
that the Soviet Union would pull 
out its troops and advocated 
persuasion rather than con- 
frontation to achieve that objec- 
tive. 

An Indian official spokesman 
"Said the Soviet side had taken note 
-of India's point of view, but that 
no joint statement was expected. 

VIr. Gromyko, the first Soviet 
leader to visit India since his coun- 
try's intervention in Afghanistan 
and Premier Indira Gandhi's 
return to power, flics home 
tomorrow at the end of a 44-hour 
visit. He held informal discussions 
with Indian External Affairs 
Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao at a 
Soviet embassy dinner tonight. 

The Indian spokesman said Mr. 
Gromyko had discussed measures 
to defuse the situation in the reg- 
ion, hut there was no indication 
that any specific proposals had 
been considered. Such measures 
need not be in the form of specific 
proposals, he said. 

The Soviet minister strongly 
attacked the United States, Pakis- 
tan and China at a banquet last 
night and said (he Soviet action in 
Afghanistan did not constitute any 
d anger for the security and sta- 
biistv of the region. 


India is concerned at the prop- 
osed rearming of Pakistan as a 
result of superpower rivalries, and 
has called on all countries to rec- 
ognise what it called the gravity of 
the danger. 

Speaking to reporters after 
today’s two-hour ministerial 
meeting. Mr. Gromyko said the 
talks had been meaningful and 
friendly. 

The Indian spokesman said 
India had reiterated in the talks 
with Mr. Gromyko that there 
should be no interference in the 
affairs of sovereign countries and 
that frontiers should be held 
inviolable. ’The Soviet Union, 
consistent with its friendliness 
with India, took note andappreci-. 


ated India's point of view,” the 
spokesman added. 

There may be differences of 
opinion, but there is agreement to 
assist each other in resolving the 
situation, he said. "The Soviet 
Union has never said that it will 
never withdraw- from Afghanistan 
and we have not said that they 
should slay on.” he added. 

The spokesman, who described 
the talks as "detailed, substantial 
and business-like.” said both sides 
had reaffirmed their deter- 
mination to strengthen Indo- 
Soviet relations. 

Mrs. Gandhi and Mr. Rao had 
accepted invitations to visit Mos- 
cow at a date to be fixed later, he 
said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (R)-A force of 1,800 U.S. marines is bang 
sent to the Arabian Sea as part of President Carter’s pledge to defend 
oil-producing Gulf countries against any Soviet aggression. Administ- 
ration officials in Washington said last nigh t that four ships carrying 
the marines arrived at Subic Bay in tbe Philippines yesterday and 
were expected to link up next month with a 20-ship task force already 
in the Gulf area. They said the marines would be conducting exercises 
off the Philippines for two weeks before heading for the Arabian Sea. 
They said the marines, who would be operating in the Arabian Sea for 
an indefinite period, would bea visible reminder to the Soviet Union of 
the president's pledge to defend the Gulf. Aboard the ships carrying 
the marines are helicopters, tanks, anti-tank weapons, 105 milimetre 
howitzers and amphibious assault weapons. The United States has just 
obtained tentative commitments from Oman, Kenya and Somalia to 
permit U.S. forces to use their ports and airfields during emergencies. 
But officials said those arrangements had not readied the point where 
the marines could use the bases. These bases at Muscat, Oman; 
Berbers, Somalia; and Mombasa, Kenya, would serve as forward 
operating bases for ships and planes stationed mostly at Diego Garda 
in the Indian Ocean, according to Pentagon sources. Tbe Oman base,’ 
situated near the entrance to the Gulf, is the most strategic. More than 
60 percent of the Western World’s imported oil supply passes through 
the Gulf. (AP laserpboto)

In North Lebanon three people 
were killed in clashes between 
rival rightist militias, security- 
sources reported. The United 
Nations said there was also 
renewed shelling by rightist gun- 
ners in the south but there were no 
reports of casualties. 

Security sources said one man 
was killed and 10 were wounded 
in fighting between Falangist 
militiamen and supporters of 
former President Suleiman Fran- 
jieh in the nonhem Batroun area. 

A rightist member of par- 
liament was kidnapped in the 
eastern suburb of Beirut today, 
according to Falangist sources. 
The United Nations also reponed 
renewed shelling in the south of 
the country. 

Mr. Edmond Rizk, a member of 
the Falangist Party politburo and a 
former cabinet minister, was 
snatched as he was on his way to 
the presidential palace. Sources 
declined to identify the kid- 
nappers. 

Falangists said there were other 
clashes today in the northern 
Bshini province. 

Today's fighting coincided with 
a trip to Damascus by Lebanese 
Prime Minister Salim AJ Hoss for 
talks with Syrian President Hafez 
A1 Assad and Prime Minister 
Abdul Rauf A1 Kasm.

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Scam-dalous 


THE U.S. State Department has apologised to Arabs 
everywhere for the Federal Bureau of Investigation’s use of 
the word “Abscam'’ (“Ab” for Arab, “scam” for con- 
fidence trick) as the code-name for an FBI operation 
designed to entrap American politicians and other public 
Figures suspected of taking bribes in return for political 
favours. 

After a protest from Arab ambassadors at the United 
Nations, the State Department issued a statement saying 
that “the U.S. government had no intention of associating 
Arab states or Arabs' in general with any implied criminal 
activity in the United States.” Anyway, the statement said, 
the whole operation was supposed to have remained 
“unpublicised.” to which one cynical reporter replied: “Is a 
slur only a slur when it becomes public?” 

One Arab-American leader, musing that Arabs are 
probably the only minority group still liable to this sort of 
character assassination, has asked why the FBI agents did 
not pose, say. as “an oil-rich Venezuelan, a Nigerian or an 
Israeli businessman.” One can only imagine the uproar, in 
the States and abroad, if such had been the case and if the 
operation had gone under the equally offensive code- 
names of “Spicscam” “Coonscam" or “Jewscam”! 

As it is, despite State Department apologies, the word 
Abscam seems destined for enshrinehient in the popular 
American idiom, forever attached in the public con- 
sciousness or subconsciousness to the notion of Arabs as 
filthy rich, scheming and corrupt. 

This comes at a time when Arabs and Arab- 
Americans thought they were beginning to make progress 
towards gening a fairer hearing, if not necessarily a fairer 
deal, from Americans. But the abyss of ignorance con- 
fronting them has proved wider than they perhaps anti- 
cipated. Arabs studying at American universities have 
been jeered at and even assaulted by their classmates and 
other “fair-minded" Americans who, in their anger over 
the seizure of American hostages in Iran, confuse these 
Arabs with Iranians. Additionally, one can still see fre- 
quent portrayals of Arabs in American newspaper car- 
toons. films and television programmes, as fat, greedy, 
corrupt "oil sheikhs." And now along comes “Abscam." 

Not only is this latest slur provocative, sickening and 
unacceptable simply as a manifestation of racism. It also 
reveals appalling misconceptions about the nature of Arab 
economic involvement in the United States— which, more 
accurately, takes the form of either modest investment 
(compared with infusions of other foreign capital) in pro- 
ductive farmland and industry, or of the placement of pet- 
rodollar surpluses in public and corporate securities which 
have gone a considerable way towards sustaining the U.S. 
economy in a period of recession. 

It is too much to expect FBI agents, or anyone else, 
perhaps, to be aware of these facts. But, at a time when the 
U.S. is positing the thesis that its Arab friends in the Middle 
East are somehow desirous of being swept into the pro- 
tective embrace of an American military presence, it might 
do the Americans some good to live up to their professed 
ideals and throw off the ugly cloak of racism and bigotry. 
Can they reasonably expect us not to be so suspicious of 
their motivations when they are so fundamentally sus- 
picious of ours? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’I: During the official talks between the Jordanian and 
Spanish delegations on Tuesday, two essential matters were 
emphasised. First is the firm Jordanian stand, which holds to the 
necessity of an overall Israeli withdrawal from all occupied Arab 
territories— the foremost of which is Jerusalem — and securing the 
national rights of the Palestinian people in their land. Second is 
the stable and consistent Spanish attitude which supports Arab 
righto.. 

In addition to this, the prime minister's call on Spain to con- 
tribute to the development of the European stand towards the 
issue emphasises the significance of the Spanish role the Arabs 
expect and anticipate. Spain is qualified to play an important rule 
due to its position at the European level and the respect it enjovs 
among the Arabs. 

On the other hand, the spiritual ties which bind Spain with the 
Arab world — as noted by Prime Minister Suarez -- and Mr. 
Suarez's support of Arab rights should finally make the Israeli 
dreams of a change in Spain’s position vanish. 

ALDUSTOl/R: The Camp David parties, and Israel in particular, 
do not want to understand that the Jordanian rejection of the 
autonomy plan is based on fixed, un negotiable principles. Jordan 
wants peace, but it is not ready to join a game intended to abort 
peace and pul an end to Palestinian rights and establish Israeli 
occupation in the Palestinian land for ever. 

Jordan will never play the role of the justifier of the Israeli 
occupation and will never join any negotiations that are based on 
considering the West Bank and Gaza Strip pan of the “Land of 
Israel"— which would give the Jews the right to buy it and settle on 
it. Neither will Jordan enter any negotiations that stem from 
Jerusalem's being the immortal and eternal capital of Israel, 
which would make the Israeli withdrawal an issue subject to 
negotiations and discussions, Jordan will not accept any impair- 
ment of the Palestinian people's right to self-determination. 

Jordan will not commit the same blunder as that made by 
President Sadat when he negotiated the Palestinians' fare on their 
behalf. Palestinian rights are established principles in the search 
for peace in the Middle East, and have been blessed by the 
International community and international resolutions. It is 
impossible for Jordan at any time to render them subject to 
bargaining and negotiations.

Seventy-year-old man murdered 


body burned in Jabal Jofah 


AMMAN. Feb. 13 (JT) - A 70 
year-old man was found murdered 
last night in his home at Jabal 
Jofah here. The police believe the 
motive was robbery. 

According to a story in the local 
press, the "victim's neighbour 
heard strange noises next door 


and went to see what was hap- 
pening. Upon reaching the vic- 
tim's house, he found the old man 
lying in a pool of blood and his 
body burning. After putting out 
the fire, he called the police who 
determined that the murdered 
man was killed with a sharp 


implement. 


The police, who are now inves- 
tigating the case, were told that 
the victim was believed to have 
been in possession of JD 2,000 
just before his death. The mur- 
derer is still at large. 
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THE LATEST increase in oil prices has sent a 
sharp shock thoughout the economy, but this is 
just the tip of the iceberg. In the coming weeksand 
months, the full ramifications of Jordan’s rising 
energy prices will become clearer, as the price 
increases work themselves through the economy. 
Such things as transportation and utilities will 
become more expensive, in turn Forcing price rises 
for most local services and industries. 

The latest increase in the cost of energy purs 
Jordan in a peculiar and awkward position, 
srraddling that growing gap between the Third 
World’s commodity-producing states and the 
Western industrial world’s large-scale energy 
importers. On the one hand, as an importer of all 
its oil and energy needs, Jordan has to put up with 
rising prices set by the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), and therefore suf- 
fers from the escalating cost of crude oil. On the 
other hand, as an established exporter of raw 
phosphate rock, and soon-to-be exporter of pot- 
ash and chemical fertiliser (not to mention a major 
regional source of fresh fruits and vegetables from 
the Jordan Valley, Jordan must support the prin- 
ciple of getting a greater return, in real terms, for 
its expons of commodities and raw materials. 

The government would embarrassingly trip 
over its own inconsistencies if it were to ask for 
lower oil prices while simultaneously demanding 
higher phosphate, potash, chemical fertiliser and 
■agricultural produce prices. And, unlike the 
crazies of the United States Senate, Jordan's lead- 
ers cannot go around threatening to occupy the 
Gulfs oil fields as a last resort to assuring eneigy 
needs and national security. Not only would this 
be un-Arab and un-Islamic, but it would also be a 
rather untenable precedent, opening the way for, 
say, Kuwait and Saudi Arabia to claim the right to 
occupy Jordan's phosphate mines to assure them- 
selves of raw materials for their fertiliser indus-

Eventually it could 
help alleviate the trade’ deficit, by 
allowing the country' to export in 
large quantities not only to the rest 
of the region but to Europe as 
well. 

It has already been proved in 
pans of Europe and the USA. Mr. 
Rogers, pointed out enthusias- 
tically to the Jordan Times this 
week, that the total control of the 
environment that hydroponics 
entail results in better quality pro- 
ducts. He also allows annual yields 
per dunum five to ten rimes higher 
than those achieved with the more 
conventional forms of agriculture 
commonly in use throughout the 
world. 

Even in the West, the most 
sophisticated alternative method 
of growing plants and 
vegetables— by using drip irrig- 
ation and growing the plants in 
peat— only brings in a yield half 
the size of that now being achieved 
with hydroponics. 

Mr. Rogers' new hydroponics 
merhod allows production of 
. tomatoes, for instance, easily to 
reach 40 tons a dunum, compared 
with the meagre two tons aver- 
aged in Jordan according to 1 978 
statistics. Those farms recently 
equipped with drip irrigation in 
rhe Jordan Valley may be pro- 
ducing two or three times that 
amount by now, but no matter 
how efficient farmers may become 
using drip irrigation they will 
always face the usual constraints 
of changing climatic conditions, 
availability of water and deterio- 
ration in soil quality. 

Mr. Rogers' technique saves 97 
per cent of the water normally 
required for irrigation using the 
flood method and 40 per cent- of 
that required by drip irrigation. 

An optimum environment is 
achieved by growing the plants in 
a specially designed unit in which 
temperature, humidity and light- 
ing are all scientifically controlled. 
In this way one is not limited to a 
particular season but can produce 
crops continuously all the year 
round. Since an earth base is’ not 
used, one can also create infinitely 
more flexible support systems, 
reaching from ceiling to floor in 
some cases, so that tire whole vol- 
ume of the greenhouse is used. 

Mr. Rogers, who chose Iertuces 
for his pilot scheme in Jordan 
since they grow very quickly— in 
one to two months compared'whh 
the six needed for tomatoes— and 
take up less space than vegetables, 
first studied hy droponics as a stu- 
dent at home in England.

Hydroponics involves either 
one of two main methods: The 
first is the growing of plants in an 
inert rooting material, such as 
expanded clay granules or sand. 
The plants can also be grown in 
just a nutrient solution in water, as 
is the case with NFT. 

NFT was originally invented by 
an English scientist. Dr. Alan 
Cooper in the late 1960s as a 
research tool for the nutritional 
analysis of plants. It involves the 
feeding of plants by a mere one 
millimetre of nutrient film con- 
sisting of calcium nitrate, nitric 
acid and a fertiliser mixed in ordi- 
nary water. The nutrient solution 
is pumped ro the plants, which in 
the case of Mr. Rogers' project are 
laid out in the gullies of plastic- 
covered asbestos and support by a 
fence-like structure. 

Not only is very little water 
needed, due to the high con- 
centration of nutrients, but it is 
constantly recycled by means of a 
high powered pump, pipe network 
and a storage tank. The only water 
loss is through transpiration, not 
in evaporation or seepage loss, so 
that the system only needs replen- 
ishing once a week, or less. 

Except for regular checks for 
-conductivity and ph (acidity) 
adjustment and addition of nut- 
rients the whole system is auto- 
matic. By the use of ther- 
mostatically controlled evapora- 
tive cooling systems with heating 
in the winter and carbon dioxide 
enrichment, Mr. Rogers said, one 
can control the environment com- 
plete!) . 

The NFT technique, which was 
firer carried out on a commercial 
scale in the early 1970s after its 
marketing potential was realised, 
rapidly caught on. first in England 
and later in other parts of Europe 
and the United States.

The controversial settlement of 
Elon Moreh was dismantled sev- 
eral weeks ago after an Israeli 
court ruled that the land had been 
seized illegally from its Arab own- 
ers. 

Mrs. Geula Cohen, a right-wing 
Israeli parliamentarian who advo- 
cates wide-scale Jewish settlement 
on the West Bank, said the 
American condemnation was 
“undemocratic, unreasonable and 
biased. 

“If Jews can live in Brooklyn 
and London, why on earth can’t 
they live in Hebron and Nablus,” 
he said. 

Hebron’s town council sent 3 
message to Israeli Defence Minisr 
ter Ezer Weizman deploring the 
decison to allow Jewish settlement 
in the town, and saying “we shall 
not let rhat decision come into 
being because Hebron is Arab and 
Islamic."

Military sources 
said a new settlement was planned 
There for employees of the nearby 
Israel aircraft industries.

For a year following his gradu- 
ation in 1978, Mr. Rogers carried 
out feasibility studies for hyd- 
roponic projeas in Dubai. Saudi 
Arabia and Oman. This work was 
done for George Wimpev 
Laboratories, a subsidiary organ- 
isation set up by the building con- 
tractors, George Wimpev Inter- 
nationa!, chiefly to assist in such 
fields as geo-technical analysis, 
hydraulic analysis for dams, test- 
ing strengths for building mat- 
erials and so on. Hydroponic 
studies marked a new ’departure 
for the company, but until the time 
Mr. Rogers left*, the projeas were 
still in the research stage. 

His wish to apply his theoretical 
knowledge in a praaical way- 

brought him to Jordan last year.

than NFT) involving gravel cul- 
ture. In this system a gravel base 
supporting the plants is flooded 
with water, then drained and the 
w'ater collected and recycled. 
Although this saves on energy 
consumption since the pumps are 
turned off while the water is seep- 
ing through, considerably more 
wa ter is used and lost in each cycle 
and oxygenation to rhe roots is’noi 
provided. 

Thus this technique cannot 
compete, either qualitatively or 
quantitatively, with the NFT 
method. Mr. Rogers said. In 
Kuwait as in the rest of the Gulf, 
there is the addirional and costly 
problem of having to desalinate 
the water. 

A certain purity of water is 
essential in hydroponics, although 
it is not necessary to go "to 
extremes and distill it. as some 
people think. Here in Jordan, the 
piped water in Amman and the 
hilly regions of the north and west 
is perfectly adequate. However, 
the high salt content of the water 
in the Jordan Valley renders it 
unusable without treatment, 
which, given the present lack of 
scientific analysis, impossible. 
One young Jordanian agricultural 

t 


engineer. Mr. Khaireddin Shukri. 
found this out last year when he 
had to postpone indefinitely his 
intention of setting up Jordan’s 
first hydroponic farm. 

Despite this faa Mr. Rogershas 
had considerable difficulty in get- 
ting Jordanians interested in 
developing his hydroponic techni- 
que outside the Jordan Valley, 
when it is perfectly feasible in 

Amman itself or the neighbouring 
region. The emphasis on develop- 
ing agriculture in the valley has 
apparently made developing other 
areas unattractive to financial 
backers. 

The second problem is that 
people cannot understand why he 
is growing Iertuces and not, for 
instance, tomatoes or cucumbers. 
Since, however, he has so far only 
been demonstrating the feasibility' 
of the system, there is little reason 
for this perplexity. In point of faa, 
tomatoes, cucumbers and other 
vegetables such as eggplant and 
squash could all be grown this 
way. but for various reasons Mr. 
Rogers does not rate their cost 
return nearly as high as house 
plants, cut flowers, strawberries 
and lettuces, all of which are in 
great demand both here and 
abroad. 

The increase in yield of 
tomatoes achieved here, for 
instance, would not be nearly as 
great as in Europe, where tomato 
plants ten metres high are five 
times bigger than the dwarf var- 
iety grown in the valley. And 
cucumbers are very susceptible to 
disease— unfortunately, the 
optimum environment achieved 
with hydroponics also provides 
the optimum breeding ground for 
viruses and inseas. House plants 
also have the advantage of taking 
up less room than many veg- 
etables. and Mr. Rogers has 
proved in his lettuce-growing 
experiment that their being 
packed tight together does not 
affect growth. 

Furthermore. Vlr. Rogers has 
introduced an innovative vertical 
production system for lettuces 
(not used in his current exper- 
iment). which will revolutionise 
not only production, but mar- 
keting techniques as well. 

The idea of vertical production 
was put forward by NFT s inven- 
tor. Dr. Cooper, but “I have 
developed this with his approval.” 
Mr. Rogers said enthusiastically. 
The system involves growing the 
lettuces in plastic tubes suspended 
from ceiling to floor on a 
framework with regularly spaced 
holes for the lettuces. 

The holes will be just big 
enough to keep the lettuces from 
falling out. since they will grow 
hanging downwards at an angle of 
45 degrees. The bare roots inside

the bag will be fed with the nut- 
rient solution, which will pass 
down the bag and be pumped back 
up again. 

The critical facior in this 
method, which will make max- 
imum use of the space in the 
greenhouse, is the size and spacing 
of the holes. Mr. Rogers said. By 
the use of shading and artificial 
light projected from below, the 
lettuces' grwoth would not be 
harmed by their unusual position. 

The second big innovation in 
this sy stem of vertical production 
is that for the first time the pro- 
ducts could be kept fresh right up 
to the time of sale in the market. 
Normally lettuces die within a day 
of being" cut, so that few people 
ever get to eat them really fresh.. 
With Mr. Rogers' ambitious plan, 
the lettuces could survive a month 
after maturity simply because they 
need be cut only at the moment 
the customer in the shop buys 
them.

up in rhe spaceship--“the ultimate 
future potential of NFT', Mr. 
Rogers prophesies, “lies in 
space-ship colonisation.” 

Coming back down to earth for 
the present, his immediate ambi- 
tion is to stay in Jordan and 
develop hydroponics on a com- 
mercial basis. His experiment at 
the university has been carried out 
under private sponsorship. Bur 
lack of capital to continue on a 
larger scale will result, if no 
businessman prepared to work 
with him in partnership comes 
forward, in Mr. Rogers' having to 
give up, temporarily at least, the 
whole idea of hydroponic farming 
in Jordan. 

Although he is prepared to 
work here for a while in some 
other field of engineering, it would 
be a shame if such an opportunity 
to accomplish a much- needed 
improvement in agricultural pro- 
duction and exports should ulti- 
mately go wasted.

The whole plastic pipe in which 
they are to be grown would first be 
placed in a cooled lorry in which 
they could live for up to a week, if 
necessary without water. Thus let- 
tuces could be transported long 
distances— across the desert, for 
instance, or overseas. On arrival at 
the shop, all the shopkeeper 
would have ro do would be to pour 
water (minus nutrients) into the 
top of the bag from time to time, to 
keep the plants fresh. 

Moving on to the question of 
house plants, plant growth in nut- 
rient film has been proved in Eng- 
land to be four to five rimes that in 
soil— and due to the faa that rhe 
plants have all the nourishment 
they need, their colours are far 
better. The same applies to straw- 
berries, which taste better for the 
same reason. Scientific analysis 
has proved that in spile of their 
being, grown in water only, the 
strawberries' consistency is no 
more watery. In Baqa'a. where 
three to four tons of strawberries 
per dunum are currently pro- 
duced, yield could be increased, 
with NFT, to 50 tons per dunum. 

In case one should have any 
doubts as to the soundness of his 
projects, Mr. Rogers, who is 
always looking to the future him- 
self, elaborated in some detail that 
colonisation in outer space will 
necessitate fresh vegetable pro- 
duction. He pointed out that ar 
this moment the U.S. National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin ist-- 
ration is studying hydroponics, an 
ideal technique for this purpose 
since the equipment is very light 
and does not occupy much ’space.

Taiwan criticises U.S. court decision 

TAIPEI. Feb. 13 (R> — Taiwan accused the United States today 
of injecting politics into the Olympics — not for its opposition to 
the Moscow Games, but for opposing Taiwan's fight to use itsown 
flag and anthem at the Lake Placid Winter Games. Taiwanese 
athletes fought and lost a battle in U.S. courts against the flag ban. 
imposed by the Olympic movement last year when tf admitted 
communist China. The U.S. government supported the Inter- 



national Olympic Committee (IOC) on the issue. 

Laurance Ting, vice chairman of the Republic of China Oly- 
mpic Committee. told a press conference today: “We are dis- 
appointed that the U.S. state department should inject politics 
into the Olympic movement." 1 He said the committee had nor 
decided whether to compete under the conditions laid down bv 
the IOC. 

Soviets object to U.S. treatment 

MOSCOW, Feb. 13 (R) — Five top Soviet athletes accused the 
United States today of trying to undermine Soviet morale at the 
Winter Olympics by hindering the arrival of Soviet sportsmen ar 
Lake Placid. The athletes, in a letter to lzvestia newspaper, were 
protesting the refusal by staff at New York's Kennedy airport to 
service an Aeroflot airliner carry ing 122 members of the Moscow 
delegation. The plane flew on to Washington after a two-hour 
delay. 

They described the baggage handlers' action on Sunday as 
official lawlessness encouraged by the Washington authorities. “It 
is possible that the American authorities are thus trying to put 
moral pressure on the Soviet athletes to hamper their successful 
performance at the Winter Games,” they said in the letter, which 
was clearly sanctioned at senior level. 

“If these uncontrolled actions are not stopped, we regard it as 
quite lawful and moral for the Soviet authorities to take "meas- 
ures in response." the athletes said. 

According to the American side, the Ilyushin-62 landed at 
Kennedy Airport in breach of an agreement with Aeroflot. Under 


the deal, the airline was to fly elsewhere to avoid a repetition of an 
incident last week when ground staff first refused to handle a_ 
Soviet plane in protest al Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 
Neither the reported agreement nor the reason for ground staff s 
action were mentioned in the letter. Similar charges were broad- 
casted to mill ions of Russians on Soviet television yesterday even- 
ing. A commentator accused the American authorities of dis- 
crimination against the Soviet athletes in Lake Placid, of creating 
artificial difficulties for them and breaching elementary rules of 
respecr and hospiralitv. He added that Soviet athletes at Lake 
Placid could not get enough buses to take them for training.

Feb. 13 (R) - A total of 49 countries 
have entered so far for the 1 *J8 1 World Youth Soccer Champ- 
ionship. the International Football Federation (FIFA), who 
organise the event, said today.

Thus North should 
hope that, with the -little she is 
contributing to the Learn effort, 
her side might, with the blessing 
of Dame Fortune, scrape to- 
gether ten tricks. 

To think of slam is insane — if 
partner has the hand she 
describes. Among other things, a 
preemptive opening bid denies 
possession of two aces. 

The problem is not with 
North’s response. It Is with 
South’s opening bidf I would 
rather make a demand bid of two 
hearts than open four hearts! But 
the correct opening bid is a sim- 
ple one heart. I’ll eat the hat I’ve 
saved from "Dr. Zhivago’’ if the 
bidding dies there! 

The person who suggested 
opening four no trump does not 
properly understand either an 
opening four no trump bid or the 
Blackwood Convention. An open- 
ing bid of four no trump shows a 
balanced hand of 28-29 points, 
and does not ask fur aces. 
Originally, it showed a hand of 
ten running tricks, and partner 
was expected to raise no trump 
one level for every ace, king or 
queen that be held. If you want 
to play that way. well and good. 

But even if an opening bid of 
four no trump did ask for aces, 
this is not (he hand for it! 
Assume that North shows an, 
ace: South still does not know’ 
what she can make. If the ace is 
in spades, there could be two dia- 
mond losers on the hand. 

I find even stranger the sug- 
gestion that, after North shows 
an ace in response tu four no 
trump. South should bid five no- 
trump. Thai does more than ask 
lbr kings — it also guarantees 
possession of ail the aces! 

North does not have to show 
kings in response to five no 
trump. If she judges there arc 
enough tricks, she can forgo

showing kings and jump to a 
grand slam. That could lead to a 
most unbecoming result!

Olympic leaders face 


U.S. boycott, possibility 
of alternative 


games 


LAKE PLACID, Feb. 13 (R) - Oly- 
mpic leaders today faced a United 
States boycott and possible rival 
international games after their deci- 


sion to go ahead with the 1980 
Summer Olympics in Moscow despite 
American protests over Soviet milit- 
ary intervention in Afghanistan. 


President Carter is due to hold a 
news conference only a few hours 
after Vice-President 'Walter Mon- 
dale formally opens the Winter 
Olympics today in this now snow- 
coated Adirondack village. 

International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) President Lord Kil- 
lanin announced the unanimous 
decision of his 73 members, 
including two Americans, that the 
games should take place as 
planned next July because of their 
"prime responsibility to the young 
athletes of the world." 

The Carter administration, 
regretting the IOC rebuff, said: 
••Under the circumstances, 
neither the president, the Con- 
gress nor the American people can 
support the sending of the United 
Slates team to Moscow this 
summer." 

The IOC. after three days of 
debate, rejected the U.S. charge 
that Moscow was unfit to stage the 
games because it was “the capital 
of an invading nation." 

"The very existence of the 
Olympic Games, the Olympic 
movement and rhe organisation of 
sport through the international 
federations is at stake." Lord Kil- 
lunin said in a written statement. 

"The International Olympic 
Committee cannot solve the polit- 
ical problems of the world, but 
calls upon the governments of all 
countries, and in particular those 
of the major powers, to come 
together to resolve their dif- 
ferences. 

“I. was president of the IOC. 
and all members, will do every- 
thing in our power to assist in this 
so that the games of the 23nl 
Olympiad can take place in the 
right atmosphere." the statement 
said. 

Lord Killanin. in reply to repor- 
ters' questions, said he hoped the 
majority of national Olympic 
committees (NOC) would go to 
Moscow, but that they would have 
to lake Their own decision on this. 

The IOC statement said only 
NOCs, and not governments, 
could accept or refuse invitations 
to Olympic Games, and they have 
until May 24 to do so for Moscow. 

Lord Killanin said there could 
be sanctions against NOG* if they 
advised that they were not going 
because of pressure from their 
governments, from which they are 
supposed to be independent wider 
Olympic rules. But such sanctions 
could be avoided, he said, with 
“discretion and diplomacy." 

Asked whether a U.S boycott at 
Moscow would force cancellation 
of plans to hold the 1 984 games in 


Los Angeles. Lord Killanin said: 
"1 certainly hope not. The world 
changes day by day “ 

Lord Killanin. whose eight-year 
term as head of rhe IOC is due to 
end after the Summer.Games, said 
rhe only circumstances which 
would cause reconsideration of 
the case would be a breach of the 
contract between the Moscow 
organisers and the IOC or if the 
Russians refused to permit entry 
of any eligible NOC. 

“The games will be held for all 
those who want to go to Moscow .“ 
he stated. 

Asked what would happen to 
rhe Olympics if only a few East 
European and other countries 
competed. Lord Killanin said: “1 
don't believe for a moment that 
only the East Europeans will 
compete, but it would be a pity for 
the games if all the competitors 
came From countries of one polit- 
ical persuasion." 

He reminded those who talked 
of alternative or “free world” 
games that they would have to 
obtain licenses for international 
meets from the individual spans 
federations, most of which have 
expressed suppon for the IOC 


stand. 

In Canberra, Australian Prime 
Minister Malcolm Fraser said 
today that a boycott of the Mos- 
cow Olympics was the most effec- 
tive way of condemning the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

In a televised speech. Mr. 
Fraser urged his country's Oly- 
mpic officials not to send athletes 
to the games because he said their 
attendance would indicate 
approval of Soviet foreign 
policies. 

“Of all the measures that are 
open to independent nations, a 
boycott or the movement of the 
Olympic Games would have the 
most effect in the Soviet Union.” 
he said. 

“It cannot be hidden. It will be 
visible to the Soviet people and 
that will expose the emptiness of 
.the Soviet union's claim that rhe 
Olympic Games represents worl- 
dwide approval of their foreign 
policy." 

Australian Olympic officials 
have said they will support the 
IOC ruling that the Moscow 
Games go ahead. Mr. Fraser is due 
•to meet the officials later this week 
in an effort to change their minds. 


France urged to boost nuclear 
deterrent, intervention capacity 


PARIS. Feb. 13 {Rl -- Gaullist leader Jacques 
Chirac called on France yesterday to strengthen 
its nuclear deterrent and capacity for military 
intervention abroad in response to the East- West 
crisis. 

Mr. Chirac proposed at a news conference that 
the French fleet of nuclear submarines be 
increased from six to 1 5 at the rate of one every 1 S 
months. 

At the same rime, more ships and aircraft 
should be made available to transport French 
forces to preserve the peace in trouble spots in 
Africa and elsewhere. Mr. Chirac said. 

The Gaullist leader echoed President Valery 
Giscard d‘ Estaing in condemning the Soviet milit- 
ary intervention in Afghanistan as unacceptable, 
and said that for France, a successful policy of 
detente required firmness and not weakness. 

“Only national resolve, unambiguously proc- 
laimed and based on restoration of our economic 
power and on immediate and effective streng- 
thening of our means of deterrence and inter- 


vention can be the right answer to present ten- 
sions." Mr. Chirac said. 

Vfr. Chirac, whose party is the biggest in the 
centre-right coalition, said* he welcomed serious 
counter measures by the United States to the 
Soviet threat, like improved defence and the 
deployment of medium range missiles in Europe. 

Bui he regretted such moves as the campaign to 
boycott the Summer Olympic Games in Moscow. 
"The Olympics are a great movement... It is a pity 
that they should be threatened for political 
reasons." the Gaullist leader said. 

In a statement at the start of his news con- 
ference. Mr. Chirac said: “If we wish to preserve 
detente, we should reestablish the balance that 
has been disturbed and take a resolutely deterrent 
attitude to Soviet expansionism in the world." 

In his firsr major national appearance since the 
elections to the Common Market's European Par- 
liament last June. Mr. Chirac toned down his cus- 
tomary aggressive criticism of the government. 


Rhodesia governor now has power to 
bar thousands from voting in elections 


SALISBURY. Feb. 13 (R)- Brit- 
ish Governor Lord Soames has 
given himself the power To bar 
thousands of people from voting 
in this month's pre -in dependence 
Rhodesian elections in a further 
effort to stamp out what he calls 
political intimidation by Mr. 
Robert Mugabe's guerrillas. 

The move, promptly rejected by 
a guerrilla spokesman, further 
hardened a confrontation bet- 
ween Mr. Mugabe and Lord 
Soames which has thrust the tenu- 
ous, six-week -old ceasefire in 
Rhodesia's bush war towards a 
serious breakdown.

W. Germany seeking to coordinate 
fresh international aid to Turkey 


BONN, Feb. 13 (R) - West Ger- 
many is seeking to coordinate 
fresh international aid to Turkey, 
whose economic plight on 
NATO's southeastern flank has 
been highlighted by events in 
Afghanistan. 

Ankara is requesting a repeat of 
last year s injection of close to S I 
billion for 1980. with the Turkish 
economy labouring under foreign 
debt and crippling oil bills. 

When West German Finance 
Minister Hans Matthoefer begins 
talks in the Turkish capital next 
Monday, he will be discussing a 
longer term aid package, perhaps 
over four to five years. 

He has pressed for an increase 
in the initial year of the 1 979 pac- 
kage given by rhe Western indus- 
trialised states of the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 

Mr. Matthoefer. who will go to 
Geneva and Athens this weekend 
before arriving in Ankara, hopes 
to work out the framework for 
international aid in the next two 
months. 

A Finance Ministry spokesman 
said he would discuss the issue 


El Salvador militants 
free all but 5 hostages 


SAN SALVADOR. Feb. 13 
(R)— At least ten people were 
killed hut 25 hostages being held 
by left-wing militants were freed 
yesterday in El Salvador, a coun- 
try which appeared on the brink of 
civil war. 

More than 30 people were 
wounded in the day's violence, 
which involved two separate 
dashes between anti-government 
militants and members of the sec- 
urity forces in this capital city. The 
freed hostages were unhurt. 

The last hostage to be released 
was Spanish Ambassador Victor 
Sanchez Mezas who was freed last 
night by members of the Popular 
League of February 28 (LP-28), 
They had seized his embassy on 
Feb. 5 to demand the release of 
several imprisoned colleagues. 

An LP-2S spokesman told 
Reuters that the militants had 
decided to free the ambassador in 
an attempt to reach an under- 
standing with the ruling civilian- 
military junta. 

But he said they were still hold- 
ing five hostages inside the 
embassy to back their demands for 
the release of five imprisoned col- 
leagues. 

The authorities have already 
released 1 1 prisoners in an effon 
to end the occupation of the 
embassy. 

The occupation of another 
building, the headquarters of the 
Christian Democratic Party, 
ended in a bloody gunbattle when 
police stormed inside. 

Police said they decided to 
attack the building after members 
of the LP-28 group who invaded it 
, on Jan. 28 opened fire and kilted a 
policeman in front of the building. 

The militants, who were also 
demanding the release of pris- 
oners. resisted the attack and five 
of them were killed in the gurn 
battle, police said. A passerby was 
killed by a stray bullet and 23 peo- 


ple. including policemen and 
LP-28 members, were wounded. 

But the i2 hostages inside the 
building, including the wife of 
Education Minister Eduardo Col- 
indres, escaped unhurt, police 
said. 

The occupation of the third 
building, the Education Ministry, 
ended peacefully yesterday with 
the release of 12 hostages, includ- 
ing Education Minister Colindres. 

Members of the Salvadorean 
Revolutionary Student Move- 
ment (MERS j who rook over the 
ministry on Feb. 5 ended their 
action after the authorities gave in 
to their demand to abolish school 
entrance exams. 

But members of the student 
movement and other anti- 
government militants dashed a 
few hours later with police near 
the Guatemalan embassy and 
police said at least three people 
were killed and 1 1 wounded. 

Police said that security forces 
were rushed to the area when the 
demonstrators started burning 
buses and cars near the embassy , 
h was not known if the demon- 
strators wanted to occupy the 
embassy. 

- Demonstrators set fire to sev- 
eral buses late last night and 
sporadic gunfire was heard in var- 
ious sectors of the capital. Public 
transport came to a standstill and 
shops were closed as police pat- 
rolled the city amid reports of loot- 
ing in some areas. 

Diplomatic missions here are 
either reducing their staff or mov- 
ing out because of fears of an 
imminent civil war between right 
and leftwing extremists. 

The civilian-military junta over- 
threw the military' government of 
General Carlos Humberto Rom- 
ero last Oct. 15 in an effon to 
. check what seemed -an -inevitable 
slide into open political warfare. 


with Saudi Arabia's finance minis- 
ter. Sheikh Mohammad All 
Abal-Khail. in Geneva. 

Mr. Matthoefer said he intends 
to ask 21 of the OECD’s 24 
member states to help in the com- 
plex package, which includes 
military aid. 

He has also suggested that oil 
producing countries take part in 
the economic plan, involving close 
cooperation with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and the World Bank. 

When a group of Turkish 
experts met Mr. Matthoefer in 
Frankfurt earlier this month. West 
German officials said the group 
presented detailed, medium-term 
proposals to surmount Turkey's 
economic problems. 

These included plans to check 
soaring inflation, start dismantling 
state-controlled prices and rnten- . 
sify Turkey’s efforts to find and 
develop its own oil resources. 

Turkish Prime Minister Suley- 
man Demirel, installed at the head 
of a new government three 
months ago. announced a drastic 
economic package last month to 
try to cure the country's ills. 

But government officials con- 
ceded that the success of the pac- 
kage depended on speedy, large- 
scale cash aid, particularly to 
finance oil imports for the nexr 
few months. 

Nearly S400 million appeared 
immediately after news of the 
Ankara Government's economic 
package. The U.S. Government 
released S98 million and a West- 
ern bank consortium provided 
S10I million. 

Two other Western banks also 
released SI 90 million as a bridg- 
ing loan on rhe basis of cash prom- 
ised to Turkey by the IMF, but 
delayed because the organ- 
isation's board meets only once a 
month. 

Government and central bank 
officials immediately set about 
looking for the additional 5600 
million they believe is needed to 
solve the immediate crisis. They 
hope that Mr. Matthoefer will be 
able to meet their demand during 
his Ankara visit. 

The government believes that 
further large-scale Western aid 
will be forthcoming following Mr, 
Demirel' s economic package. 

But they fear that the cash could 
come too late, as was the case last- 
year despite the January 1979 
decision of the "big four” Western 
leaders in Guadeloupe to grant 
urgent aid to Turkey. 

A large portion of rhat aid has 
still not reached the Turkish cen- 
tral bank, according to bank 
sources. 

With Turkey struggling to pay 
back $15 billion of external debts 
and its oil bills barely covered by 
foreign currency revenue. Ankara 
turned to Saudi Arabia. 

The appeal, based on the two 
countries Muslim ties-Turkey is- 
98 per cent Muslim— apparently- 
failed because the Saudis did not 
want to set a precedent by bailing 
out a fellow Muslim country just 
to pay for its imported oil, accord- 
ing to diplomatic sources in Ank- 
ara. 

As well as the $600 million 
Turkey is looking-for, Ankara will 
also be pushing for a commitment 
for further unconditional cash aid. 


The Demirel government wants 
this to be provided later this year 
and probably next year, according 
to banking sources in Ankara. 

Although Mr. DemireFs new 
economic measures have been 
welcomed, Mr. Matthoefer has 
stressed that a Western economic 
package looking into the mid- 
1980s would be reviewed care- 
fully year by year. 

On the question of military aid 
to Turkey. Mr. Matthoefer 
emphasises this would be closely 
discussed with Greece, whose 
ancient rivalry with Turkey makes 
rhe subject highly sensitive.

Scandinavia’s economic squeeze

STOCKHOLM ~ Two of the 
three Scandinavian welfare 
states are having trouble paying 
for their high life-styles and the 
rising costs of their social 
benefits. The third, Norway, 
has oil. This should more than 
balance its budget for the rest of 
the century while the Nor- 
wegians try to keep spiraling 
wage claims from pricing their 
traditional exports off the 
world market. 

But Denmark is halfway to the 
brink of economic collapse, 
according io Central Bank Gov- 
ernor Enk Hoffmeyer. 

And Sweden recently anno- 
unced a record deficit in its 1980- 
81 draft budget, with more than a 

? |uaner of the public spending 
inanced b> debts. Budget Minis- 
ter Ingemar Mundebo said he 
foresaw similar deficits stretching 
well into the 1980s. 

Both face a threatened slump in 
the export markets, more expen- 
sive oil and an agreement between 
citizen and politician that Scan- 
dinavian taxpayers have been 
squeezed for all they are worth 
and that raising taxes is no longer a 
viable way of raising revenues. 

These thinly-populated bur 
highly-industrialised nations must 
export to survive, and the widely 
predicted world economic slow- 
down of the early 1980s would 
hurt the foreign demand for their 
high-quality but expensive pro- 
ducts. 

“Doubts as to the future com- 
petitiveness of Swedish man- 
ufactured goods... cast a slight 
shadow on growth possibilities." 
said the Federation of Swedish 
Industries in a recent report. 

It added that a survey of expor- 
ters indicated they feared the 


growth volume would be less than' 
one per ceni in 1980. 

"In view of the bleak export 
outlook and continuously worse- 
ning terms of trade, which due to 
acrual and expected oil price rises 
is inevitable, the trade balance 
deficit may become alarmingly 
large in 1 980 and severely restrict 
rhe expansion of domestic 
demand," it said. 

The federation predicted a 
I960 current account deficit of 
over 22 billion crowns t$5-2 bil- 
lion), against 12.5 billion (52. 9 bil- 
lion) for 1979. The government 
predicts only a 12 billion crown- 
1980 deficit. 

In announcing his latest budget. 
Mr. Mundebo said that excluding 
welfare benefits— most of which 
are inflation linked and must 
rise— the increases in spending for 
1980-81 were only one per cent, 
compared with six to seven per 
cent in recent years. 

Three centre-right parties won 
a delicate one-seat majority in the 
Riksdag (parliament) in last Sep- 
tember i general election with 
promises of low-er personal taxes. 
So far the coalition government 
has kept its word, raising only 
energy, alcohol and tobacco taxes 
to keep consumption down. 

Sweden, which claims to use 
more oil per capita than any other 
nation, will vote in a referendum 
on March 23 on whether to phase 
our its six nuclear reactors, now 
providing 22 per cent of the coun- 
try's electricity. 

Despite the projected export 
slump, the government expects a 
3.6 per cent growth in the gross 
national product this year, down 
slightly from last year but still 
ahead of what is expected in most 
Western nations this year.
